Publicity For Coal 
T 


HE essence of success in a profiteering enterprise is to carry 


it on in the dark, and the simplest and most dreadful of 


punishments is to expose the profiteer to the full glare of pub- 
licity. Unlike some other penalties, this has the merit of serv- 
ing a constructive social purpose, for without full knowledge of 
the processes of distribution no public opinion as to desirable 
refoi-ms is possible. 


Senator Calder, whose committee on reconstruction has 


been investigating the coal situation, in his recent speech seemed 
to suggest that this principle be applied to coal. 
If the bill 


which he outlined became a law, each operator, wholesaler, 
jobber, and retailer would be obliged to render regular reports 
to the federal government in which they would tell where and 
from whom they obtained their coal, how much they paid for it, 
and how much they sold it for. 


Such data, if collected, should, of course, be made avail- 


able to the public and the press, or at least surh tabulations and 
summaries as would clearly show the general condition of the 
industry. 
If bituminous coal is selling at from three to four 


dollars at the mines and fourteen in the city retail market, or if 
anthracite is selling at six or seven at the mines and eighteen or 
twenty in the retail market (to take arbitrary figures which cer- 
tainly do not exaggerate the costs added between mine and 
cellar) the public and the public officials ought to know where 
and why the costs are -added. 
When wage disputes arise it is quite as important to know, 


without waiting for a special investigation, the exact relations 
between wages and the cost of coal—a ratio which is more Hod 
about and less understood than any other which figures in labor 
questions. 
Fuel is as much a public utility as transportation, power, 


or wire communication. The time is coming when it must be 
subjected to the same close scrutiny and probably to the same 
regulation.
